Early morning drivers are being 
Jammed up in a bottleneck on Sir 
Francis 
Drake 
boulevard 
near 
Highway 101, and the California 
Highway Patrol and state Division 
of Highways went to work this 
morning to "pull out the cork.” 
According to CHP Capt. T. H. 
Pamow, big carry-alls of the Carl 
Swenson Co., contractor on the 
Greenbrae overpass project, are

At 11:45 p.m. she was awakened 
by the persistence of the collie, 
which Jumped up, pawing at the 
bed. When she turned over, the 
dog clawed at the back of her 
head. She awoke to find the house 
filled with smoke.

The FRP money approved is 
$200,000 more than that approved 
yesterday by the Assembly in pass­ 
ing the governor’s record 1.7 bil­ 
lion-dollar budget for 1956-57. 
Besides the 5.1 million dollars 
asked by Knight, the KRP budget 
item includes money for planning 
for an aqueduct to serve Alameda, 
Santa Clara, San Benito and Con­ 
tra Costa Counties, as well as 
alternate routes for the main canal 
south to San Diego County. 
The extra $200,000 added by the 
Senate would go for studies of 
ways of serving the southern Sau 
Joaquin Valley with FRP water 
BORROW FROM STATE 
The governor told his press con­ 
ference he proposes to help cities 
and counties repair road and street 
damages by granting state money 
and, if they don’t have required 
matching funds, they can borrow 
from the state. 
He said his program of helping 
cities, counties and districts re­ 
pair or replace public facilities 
“can be financed out of existing 
revenues and in a manner that is 
fair to both the state and its politi­ 
cal subdivisions.” 
In that way, the state can meet 
its obligations arising out of the 
flood emergency, he said, “without 
increasing taxes.” 
WOULD HIKE GAS 
Sen. Randolph Collier (R-Yreka) 
has introduced a bill increasing the 
gasoline tax by four-tenths of a 
cent a gallon. It has not yet been 
given favorable committee action. 
Knight proposed that the amount 
of state grants given to cities and 
counties for repair of public facili­ 
ties be on a sliding scale in ac­ 
cordance with the amount of dam­ 
ages suffered.

Magazine To 
Probe Marin 
Sales Operation 


Fortnight Magazine today prom­ 
ised a full investigation into its 
Marin County subscription solicit 
ing operations. * The investigation 
was ordered by Dick Watson, man­ 
ager of the Fortnight Agency in 
Berkeley, after one disabled vet 
eran solicitor lost his Marin license 
for “offensive conduct,” and com­ 
plaints of misrepresentation fil1 
tered in. 
While disclaiming any responsi­ 
bility for misrepresentative sales 
talks by members of the Disabled 
American Veterans—who hold an 
exclusive contract for selling Fort­ 
night subscriptions—Watson said 
he had heard of some of the com­ 
plaints. He said he would immedi­ 
ately contact the Northern Cali­ 
fornia circulation manager, Wil­ 
liam Scott, and order the matter 
investigated. 
SOLICITORS’ CLAIMS 
A Corte Madera woman reported 
a solicitor told her that Fortnight 
was published totally by disabled 
veterans. Another solicitor report­ 
edly told a Belvedere woman that 
he had only one week to gather 
subscriptions and needed to get 
20 in one day to qualify for a posi­ 
tion as a photographer for the 
magazine. He further claimed that 
a subscription sold to a family 
which included one veteran would 
count as two subscriptions and if 
that veteran were an officer the 
subscription would count as three. 
Asked if these presentations were 
true, Watson said, “Heavens, no. 
Of course not. No one is entitled 
to make such statements.” 
He said the DAV has for four 
years had an exclusive contract 
with Fortnight to handle its sub­ 
scription solicitation. In fact, said, 
Watson, it was he who engineered 
the contract and veterans had done 
“an excellent Job of selling.” 
FEW COMPLAINTS 
Complaints have been at a mini­ 
mum, he said, "for this type of 
business . . . (which is) a good 
vehicle for bad selling techniques.” 
Fortnight does not offer better 
Jobs to disabled veterans on a com­ 
petitive selling basis, Watson said. 
The contract "simply gives guys 
jobs 
(selling subscriptions); it’s 
part of their rehabilitation.” 
Watson defended the action of 
Marin Sheriff’s Deputy Carl 8ears 
who nabbed a stiff-legged veteran,

Malcolm R. Schlette, principal 
suspect in The Lodge fire which 
killed eight persons just a year ago, 
will not be tried for arson in con­ 
nection with the blaze although 
Investigating officers and the dis­ 
trict attorney believe that he is 
the person responsible.” 
Schlette is now serving time in 
San Quentin for setting the Bleu 
Bale Tavern fire in Tómales. 
Dist. Atty. ¿V. O. Weissich de­ 
clared today that although he and 
investigating officers are of the 
“opinion” th at Schlette is guilty, 
“arson experts . . . are of the opin­ 
ion that the evidence so far ac­ 
cumulated is insufficient to estab­ 
lish to a moral certainty and be­ 
yond a reasonable doubt that the 
fire was of incendiary origin or 
that Schlette is the person who 
set the fire. 
MAKES DECISION 
“I h a v e 
therefore 
decided,” 
Weissich went on, “that there will 
be no prosecution of this suspect 
for the death of the persons who 
lost their lives in The Lodge fire.” 
The district attorney pointed out 
that “it is a policy of law to af­ 
ford the defendant the benefit of 
every reasonable doubt. It is like­ 
wise my duty as district attorney 
to prosecute only tha ■» persons of 
whose guilt I am certain. Bearing 
in mind th at a prosecution of Mal­ 
colm R. Schlette 
would 
be 
for 
eight counts of first degree mur­ 
der and th a t the penalty therefore 
would, in all probability, be death, 
I can not in good conscience ask 
a trial Jury to send this man to 
death when neither the investigat­ 
ing officers 
nor 
myself have a 
moral certainty of guilt.” 
•INCENDIARY ORIGIN’ 
Weissich did say, however, that 
“it is the opinion of the investi­ 
gating officers that this fire was 
of Incendiary origin, and that the 
person, responsible therefor 
was 
Malcolm M. Schlette. I agree with 
their opinion. 
However, the in­ 
vestigating officers and arson ex­ 
perts with whom I have confer­ 
red on this matter are in dis­ 
agreement.” 
“The grand Jury which was re­ 
cently discharged has likewise re­ 
viewed the police reports and has 
elicited from 
me 
my 
opinions 
which are set forth in this state­ 
ment. The grand Jury decided to 
take no action. 
“In the event that additional 
evidence 
is 
discovered 
w h i c h 
would be sufficient to remove the 
doubt which exists in the minds 
of the officials who investigated 
the case, and in my mind, a pro­ 
secution would, of course, be in­ 
stituted,” Weissich concluded. 
At the time of the fire, San R a­ 
fael police 
said Schlette, fully 
clothed, escaped from the fire with 


a suitcase full of 
his 
property. 
Eight residents were 
burned to 
death, and a dozen more were 
severely burned and barely es­ 
caped in their night clothes. 
Schlette, 41, is serving a term of 
two to 20 years in San Quentin 
for the Bleu Baie fire.

Keating stormed out of the court­ 
room when he called for the cas* 
and found no attorneys present. 
HEARING RESET 
Dist. Atty. W. O. Weissich. rep­ 
resenting the county, and Al Bag- 
shaw, representing Auditor Leon 
deLisle, conferred with Judge Jor­ 
dan L. Martinelli and got th* 
hearing re-set for shortly befor* 
noon. 
DeLisle 
refused 
to pay 
th* 
amount on grounds that the law 
requires the civic center and court­ 
house to be within San Rafael. 
Weissich argued that the Scettrini 
site is only 1,800 feet north of th* 
city limits and ha* always been 
considered a par* of San Rafael. 
Both Weissich and Bagshaw sub­ 
mitted a six-page documented his­ 
tory of Marin and references to 
St. Vincent’s School for Boys as 
being "at San Rafael.”

REBUILDING FUNDS

PASADENA (A*)—An astrophysi­ 
cist proposes th at man solve 
is 
problem 
of 
overpopulation 
by 
creating a hundred new Pjanetó 
with a climate like the Earth s and 
moving to them . 
Such a project definitely is pos­ 
sible with atomic energy, Dr. Fritz 
Zwicky, noted California Institute 
of Technology rocket expert, told 
a reporter yesterday. 
G reat portions of major planets 
like Jupiter, Saturn and Neptune 
would be scooped up under the 
plan and transferred to smaller 
planets and their satellites. Orbits 
of the enlarged planets would be 
changed to 
make 
their course 
around the sun roughly compar­ 
able to the earth ’*. 
Forces unleashed with the hy­ 
drogen bomb make it possible to 
provide suitable planets for emi­ 
grants from our sphere, Dr. Zwicky 
said. 
“We can bomb Jupiter and other 
major planets out of their orbit* 
and into other orbits more to our 
liking,” he said. "We can transfer 
great masses from the surfaces of 
the big planet* to the smaller 
planet# and satellites and make 
them larger. 
"Increasing the size of the moon, 
for instance, would increase ite 
gravitational pull to a point where 
it could build up and retain an a t­ 
mosphere sim ilar to that of E arth.” 
To explain clearly how great 
masses of m aterial could be trans­ 
ferred from one planet to another 
would take three weeks, the scien­ 
tist said. 
“But if we can move planets, we 
certainly could move parts of plan­ 
ets, couldn’t we?” he asked. 
A ship to carry men from one 
planet to another could be built 
within 10 years or so, he said, if 
enough money—perhaps 100 mil­ 
lion dollars—were made available 
for the kind of research he is 
now doing. 
The space ship would travel in­ 
definitely on fuel collected in tran ­ 
sit—fragm ents of molecules left in 
space as a product of solar radia­ 
tion. 
“The greatest problem man faces 
here on earth is overpopulation, 
with it* accompanying economic 


and political problems,” Dr. Zwicky 
said. 
• There are far too many of u* 
now, and it will be even worse in 
the future. The answer to thia 
problem is virtually w ithin our 
grasp if only we would seize It. 
“We have a problem of segrega» 
tion of races. Some races Just don’t 
seem to get along with each other. 
W hat could be simpler than segre­ 
gating these races on other plan­ 
ets?” 
The hydrogen bomb, Dr. Zwicky 
said, may be the instrum ent not 
of m an’s destruction but of his sal­ 
vation.

All the children studied irT the 
live virus test formed such an ti­ 
bodies apparently without suffer­ 
ing any effects of the disease, the 
report said. 
The scientists concluded th at 
capsules would be the best form 
of administering the viruses and 
preventing

feelings

Eisenhower and his Democratic 
challengers. While there is no way 
of calculating their weight accur­ 
ately, the feelings are bound to 
have an effect In the tuneup p ri­ 
m ary election and In the m ain 
event next November. 
SOME DISSATISFACTION 
Some of the feeling about Eisen­ 
hower Is In terms of dissatisfaction 
because of the serious farm prob­ 
lem; some In terms of a continuing 
personal popularity which some 
top Democrats concede; some In 
term s of “Well, the country Is at 
peace under him." 
For Stevenson there is a blend-| 
ing of admiration, bafflem ent over 
his adept, polished phrases, and 
also some resentm ent th at the 
Democratic State Central Commit­ 
tee gave him Its solid endorsement. 
For 
Kefauver, 
the Tennessee 
senator who Is bucking Stevenson 
in next week’s primary, there is 
almost a complete lack of criti­ 
cism. You do hear some people 
wonder aloud w hether he has ac­ 
quired sufficient stature for the 
presidency. 
SAMPLE OPINION 
Some random examples of m ulti­ 
colored opinion: 
T he two old-timers chatting on 
the street corner in St. Cloud. Said 
one; 
"I’ll tell you what. I was always 
a Democrat until Ike came along.

You collect such sentim ent in a 
state which produced the "Minne­ 
sota miracle" four years ago^-a 
mam m oth w rite-in vote of 108,000 
for Elsenhower in the presidential 
primary, although his name wasn't 
on the ballot th a t year.

H artle Is calling on Republicans 
for another “tremendous showing 
in the prim ary” th a t will eclipse 
the one in 1952. 
B ut also this year, but for the 
prim ary and the general election, 
Republicans are plagued by rum ­ 
blings on farms where prices are 
down and costs up. 
Businessmen 
In 
some 
small 
towns are feeling the squeeze on 
the farm er. A regional distributor 
of farm implements reports sales 
are down. The state Banking De 
partm ent says farm conditions are 
reflected in a higher ratio of loans 
to deposits. 
Naturally, the farm ers who have 
been h u rt worst are complaining 
loudest. Many others still are po­ 
litically silent, although some may 
sit out the primary and the gen­ 
eral election.

Laird, who was named on Tues­ 
day to succeed the late Sen. H ar­ 
ley M. Kilgore, arrived in the cap­ 
ital at 11:17 a.m.

W ithin an hour the former tax 
commissioner of W est Virginia was 
sworn in as a senator. 
Less th an two hours after his 
arrival he cast the deciding vote 
in the 45-44 vote by which the 
Senate defeated the adm inistra-1 
tion’s effort to eliminate the dual- 
parity formula from the farm bill.

cotton farm ers a minimum acre­ 
age to plant to the crop and to 
eliminate a provision th at would 
Increase dairy price supports. 


Leaders held the Senate into 
session for 12 hours yesterday, 
until 11:07 p.m. EST, and called 
it back at the unusually early hour 
of 10 a.m. EST today in a push for 
a final vote. 
Senate Democratic leader Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson promised “to make 
every effort possible” to finish the 
measure today. And Senate GOP 
leader William F. Knowland said 
"We should be able to finish it 
today. 
As it now stands, the much- 
debated legislation would provide 
for the administration-backed soil 
bank, continuance of the dual 
parity formula, two-price systems 
for rice a n ' wheat, an increase 
in the corn acreage and a freeze 
on cotton acreage.

Society Sees 
Adobe Slides 


Pictures of adobes which housed 
early Californians were shown on 
colored slides by Mrs. Guy J. Gif- 
fen, secretary of the Society of 
California Pioneers, at last night’s 
meeting of Marin County Histori­ 
cal Society in the art lecture room 
at College of Marin.

SACRAMENTO — Legislation 
putting Sir Francia Drake East 
from San Rafael-Richmond Bridge 
approach to Greenbrae into the 
state highway aystem, got over 
its first hurdle last night. 
The Senate Transportation Com­ 
mittee approved a bill by Marin 
Sen. Jack McCarthy adding the 
winding, narrow road behind San 
Quentin Prison to the state net­ 
work. 
McCarthy told the committee 
that improvement of the road is 
badly- needed because when the 
new bridge is opened by October, 
40 per cent of the traffic using 
the span will use the road. 
A state Division of Highways 
spokesman told the committee the 
division could not endorse the in­ 
clusion because an interim com­ 
mittee is studying the whole m at­ 
ter of new additions to the state 
system. The division feels it can 
not endorse any particular sec­ 
tion until the study of the entire 
program is completed. 


The committee upheld McCar­ 
thy’s contention, however, that the 
1.7-mile strip was an emergency 
inclusion and should be approved 
immediately.

Predictable 
Patterns In 
Smog Reported 


BERKELEY (U.R)—A University 
of California scientist says his In­ 
vestigation of air pollutants shows 
a 
“highly 
predictable 
pattern” 
which may lead to a solution of 
the smog problem. 
Dr. Bernard D. Tebbens, an as­ 
sociate professor of industrial hy­ 
giene engineering, reported on the 
first phase of his research project 
into the causes and cure of smog. 
In his research, Tebbens analyzed 
thousands of dirty spots on long 
reels of filter paper exposed to the 
atmosphere in Berkeley. 
He found the amount of pollut­ 
ants in the air over a Berkeley 
residential section varies in what 
seems to be a “highly predictable 
pattern from day to day and from 
month to month.” 
The study showed that: 
1. There is a significant increase 
in air pollutants dujlng November, 
December and January, as com­ 
pared with the other months of the 
year. 
2. Tuesdays and Fridays are the 
smogglest days of the week. Sun­ 
days are the cleanest. 
3. Air pollution most often hits 
its peak at noontime. 
Tebbens said these findings were 
“purely qualitative” and could not 
be interpreted scientifically with­ 
out further research.

Blamed For Ills 


OMAHA, Neb. (JPy-A diet high 
in animal fats Is the villain In 
the mounting rate of heart and 
blood vessel diseases in the opinion 
of an Omaha researcher. Carbo­ 
hydrates — sugars and starches— 
used to get the blame. 
Dr. Charles M. Wilhelmj of the 
Creighton University School 
of 
Medicine said five years of diet 
research on dogs indicate th at a 
diet high in animal fats — 50 per 
cent of the calories in fata—gave 
the dogs high diastolic blood pres­ 
sure—the serious kind — and left 
them with hypertension even after 
their diet was changed. 
And he commented, the normal 
diet of the well-to-do family to­ 
day is from 50 to 68 per cent fat. 
Our diets have been going higher 
in fat content the last 10 to 15 
years and so has our rate of heart 
and blood vessel diseases, he said. 
When he began his study of the 
effects of diet on hypertensive car­ 
diovascular disease, Dr. Wilhelmj 
said, nearly all suspicion pointed 
to a high meat diet as the cause 
of high blood pressure. But he fed 
dogs lean meat diets and their 
blood pressure lowered.

WASHINGTON (U.R)—I reckon 
the sensible thing is to doll ip 
with a little bit of green in the 
lapel of the coat and on the shoul­ 
der of the gown. 
One day hence it will be St. 
Patty's Day. The laddies will be 
marchin’ down Fifth avenue in 
New York, with the old-timers 
droppin’ off two by two for a spot 
of old Irish stuff so’s they can 
carry on the march. 
Well, according to the National 
Geographic Society, Uncle Sam 
can be proud indeed of the Har- 
rigans and the O’Tooles and the 
rest. 
For the men and colleens who 
wear the green first planted a 
spade in the spot in old Virginia 
that now is known as Newport 
News back in 1621. 
Old Oliver Cromwell had some­ 
thing to do with that because he 
shooed the Irish away from their 
homeland. And then, after 1700, 
along came the big rush of Catho­ 
lics and Presbyterians who found 
asylum in Massachusetts. But the 
general court there held in 1720 
that "certain families recently ar­ 
rived from Ireland” ought to move

on. 
Some did, to Maine and New 
Hampshire where some grew up 
to vote Republican. Those who 
went by caravan to stake claims in 
Londonderry, N.H., are credited, 
true or not, with introducing the 
white or Irish potato. 
A look through the postal guide 
shows that the wearers of the 
green were right busy for a long 
time planting more than 7,000 
Irish names on the map of Ameri­ 
ca. There are, for example, 24 
Dublins and 21 Waterfords. 
Likewise it is fascinating each 
year to look back into history and 
wonder how the shamrock became 
the national emblem of old Ire­ 
land. It is said to have happened 
as a result of an incident in the 
life of St. Pat. 
This is supposed to have hap­ 
pened in 433 A.D. The good saint 
appeared before a big audience of 
Irishmen gathered on Slane Hill 
near Tarn. Seeking a way to ex­ 
plain to his restless pagan listen­ 
ers the mystery of the trinity, he 
resorted to a visual image. He 
reached down and snipped a sham­ 
rock from the sward. He used the 
stem and the three-ply leaf to 


explain the doctrine of the trin­ 
ity. 
You can like it or not, but the 
Irish are all over the place and 
always have been. 
Four native-born Irishmen and 
four direct descendants helped put 
together our Constitution. Another, 
fellow named James Hoban, de­ 
signed the White House. We had 
seven presidents which could at 
least claim next of kin to old 
Eire — Andrew Jackson, James 
Polk, James Buchanan, Chester 
A. Arthur, William McKinley, 
Woodrow Wilson, and Harry S. 
Truman.

Tam District 
Plans Bigger 
Summer School 
Tamalpais Union High School 
District is planning a bigger and 
better summer school program for 
1956. 
Dist. Supt. Kenneth G. Carlisle 
said more courses are being plan­ 
ned because of the interest al­ 
ready shown. Summer sessions 
were begun In 1949 by the district. 
One proposal, he said, is the 
adoption of a four-quarter school 
year, rather than the present two- 
semester setup. An attempt may 
be made, he said, to bring the of­ 
ferings and opportunities of the 
summer quarter to a par with 
terms of equal length throughout 
the academic year. 
PROVE SUCCESSFUL 
Experts’ studies show, Carlisle 
said, that such schools are proving 
successful in Nashville, Tenn. Sug­ 
gestions for a similar program 
have been made In Los Angeles, 
San Jose, Eureka and Sacramento. 
Sacramento’s study, Carlisle said, 
found a compulsory 12-month 
schedule was rejected by both par­ 
ents and teachers. The consensus 
in other communities seems to be 
that the summer term, while be­ 
ing equal to the other terms, should 
be on a voluntary basis. 
One expert cited by Carlisle ad­ 
vised that the summer session 
should concentrate on remedial 
classes, crafts, shop work and fine 
arts. 
SUMMER STRESS 
During the past few years, Car­ 
lisle pointed out, Tamalpais has 
put stress on remedial reading and 
arithmetic In its summer classes 
The summer session teachers do 
double duty by helping incoming 
freshmen famiiarlze themselves 
with the campus, counseling and 
procedures. 
“The results have been very fav. 
orable according to the reports 
of the school psychologist, coun­ 
selors and teachers," the superin­ 
tendent said. 
Courses in homemaking, music, 
crafts, shops, arta and commercial 
subjects put stress on additional 
training that the student might 
otherwise miss, Carlisle stressed. 
The short term keeps Interest 
high, yet grants five credits— 
enough to make it worth the stu­ 
dent’s while. 
From a 1949 enrollment of about 
80, summer classes have grown to 
nearly 600 last year. 
“If there is enough room for 
enrollment In classes the summer 
school will accept pupils from all 
other public and private schools 
In the county,” Carlisle said.

James E. Egger, Marin nursery­ 
man, was announced as general 
manager and Henry H. Cole, San 
Rafael landscape architect, as de­ 
signer and producer, by Mrs. Nor­ 
man B. Livermore, president of 
the center. 
The theme of the 1956 show will 
be “New Pacifica" with all fair 
exhibits and displays keyed to em­ 
phasize the link between the west­ 
ern shores of the Pacific and the 
lands of the Near and Far East. 
The fair Is sponsored by the Ma­ 
rin Board of Supervisors acting as 
a fair board, and is staged and 
operated under the direction of 
the center. A premium booklet 
with categories and exhibit ideas, 
listing prizes from California state 
appropriations to the fair, will be 
the largest in the history of the 
Marin event. 
This year’s big outdoor art and 
garden show will be of a complete­ 
ly new design.

Nashua May Set Record, 
But Can He Retain It? 


NEW YORK (U.R>—The mighty 
Nashua figures today to become 
the turf’s all-time leading money 
winner when he canters to the post 
in tomorrow’s Gulfstream Park 
Handicap—but don’t say his rec­ 
ord will never be broken. 
Citation has been head host at 
the payoff window for six years 
now with earnings of $1,085,760. 
Nashua, the second million-dollar 
baby with $1,038,015, can step com­ 
fortably into the lead by copping 
the winner's share of about $85,000 
this weekend. 
But * records are made to be 
broken and on horse highway 
th at’s the way it has been since 
Peytona won a then Incredible 
total of $66,000 back in 1845. 
Peytona’s record stood for 28 
years but then it had to go as 
purses gradually began to Increase 
along with the number of stakes 
races available. Miss Woodford 
stunned the racing world In 1873 
when she became the first horse 
to win more than $100,000. 
"They’ll never top that,” was 
the then unanimous verdict. 
Yet today there are nine races 
which pay more than $100,000 as 
the winner’s share. The Garden 
State Stakes, as example, returned 
$157,918 to the victor last year. 
And Nashua copped six in that 
neighborhood in 1955 as he won 
the Flamingo Stakes, $104,600; the 
Florida Derby, $100,000; the Wash­ 
ington Park match race against 
Swaps, 
$100,000; 
the 
Arlington 
Classic, 
$91,675; 
the 
Belmont 
Stakes, $83,700, and the $75,000 
Wood Memorial, while also pick­ 
ing up the Preakness, $67,550, and 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup, $52,850. 
Miss Woodford’s "unbreakable” 
banking record lasted only 11 years 
and finally, iif 1891, the immortal 
Domino took a 29-year hold on the 


money winning title with a total 
of $170,890. Man O’War broke 
through in 1920 with $249,465 to 
his account yet reigned only three 
years before Zev moved past the 
$300,000 mark. 
Zev ruled the roost, or maybe 
you should say the barn, for seven 
years. Then Gallant Fox surged 
past him and a year later was 
replaced by Sun Beau, all In the 
$300,000 plus category. 
Sun Beau ruled nine years, until 
the game and gallant Seabiscuit 
won the Santa Anita Handicap on 
his third try in 1940 to become 
the first $400,000 winner. Two years 
later, Whirlaway, 
the Calumet 
Cannonball, passed the half mil 
lion dollar mark. 
Assault and Stymie bandied the 
dollar title back and forth for 
while and finally bowed to Armed 
when the golden gelding bounced 
to $817,475. Stymie made another 
run at it, taking over with $918,485 
and he held sway for six years 
until, in 1950, Citation became the 
"wonder of the payoff windows 
and subsequently ran his take up 
to $1,085,760. 
Now Nashua stands only $47,745 
behind him and is a double-dyed 
cinch to become head horse, if not 
tomorrow, certainly this season. 
Already there are those who say he 
may put the figure beyond reach 
"forever.”

LONDON <U.R>—Grinning Georgi 
Malenkov paused on a midtown 
sidewalk today to wave his hat 
like a movie star at gasping, awe­ 
struck shopgirls. 
The former Soviet Premier made 
his gallant gesture as he launched 
his tour of England under a British 
veil of secrecy and security that 
was decreed by both the Com­ 
munist and free press. 
He stepped from the big black 
limousine that drove hkn from the 
Soviet Embassy to Central Elec­ 
tricity Authority Building near the 
Oxford Circus. 
A gathering mass of shopgirls 
and passersby gasped a chorus of 
“Ooohs.” Malenkov, smiling broad­ 
ly, acknowledged the greeting with 
a two-way sweep of his gray, snap- 
brim trilby. 
On the trip through London’s 
streets he craned in thd ear to see 
the Western sights beyond the 
escort of polio# outriders. 
He peered with interest at the 
red-brick American Embassy float­ 
ing the Stars and Stripes when 
his limousine rounded Grosvenor 
Square. 
He leaned and pointed at Broad­ 
casting House, citadel of the Brit­ 
ish Broadcasting Corp., and at the 
glittering shop windows of Rsgent 
street, London’s leading shopping 
center. 
Behind him, In a 39-seat bus, 
rode Malenkov's entourage of other 
Russians, all attired in dark blue 
ankle-length overcoats. 
When Malenkov and his dele­ 
gates walked into the centrally 
heated Electricity Authority buiM- 
ing to be greeted by Chairman 
Lord Citrine, some of the over­ 
coated Russians appeared to be 
too warm.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Youth Conference Open To 
All Can Benefit Everyone 


In recent months we in Marin have be­ 
come acutely aware that there are problems 
being faced by our youth for which we in 
some wav have not prepared them. 
T hese 
are riot all problems of delinquency. 
I hey 
involve recreation, employment, personal re­ 
lationships, and even school and church. 


it also has been obvious to most that not 
enough was being done to help youth solve 
these problems. 
Tom orrow an attempt is 
being made to face these problems squarely 
and to come up with som e answers. 


Tomorrow is the first county-wide C on­ 
ference on Youth Problems ever to be at­ 
tempted here. 
Suggested by the governor 
and sponsored by the board of supervisors, 
the day long conference is open to any M arin 
adult or to any Marin youth who wishes to 
attend. Its aim is to face the problems of 
youth, discuss them from all angles and to 
try to reach some sort of a solution to them . 


It is fitting that this conference is not an 


a!l-adult event. Youths have taken an active 
and helpful part in its planning. Youth w ill 
be well represented am ong the participants 
tomorrow. Already, the adults planning this 


conference have found that when they both­ 
er to stop and listen to the voice of youth, 
they hear something worth hearing, ideas 
worth exploring and a point of view that 
even the youngest adult can’t recapture. 


We have no way of knowing in advance 
what results will come from tomorrow’s con­ 
ference. W e can’t predict what line of rea­ 
soning the discussions in more than a score 
of workshop sessions w ill follow'. 
W e w ould hazard a guess, however, that 
these talks will dig deep into the basic prob­ 
lems M arin’s youth are facing. W e’ll guess 
that the adults are going to be amazed to 
find just what is troubling youth; what 
youths have looked for and failed to find in 
adults. A nd youth will be surprised to find 
that w hen they bring their problems out and 
talk them over, they will have help in find­ 
ing solutions; that adults are interested and 
concerned. 
T his sort of a conference will be of great 
value to Marin-in general and youth in par­ 
ticular. W e hope that there w ill be wide 
participation from every section of the coun­ 
ty. And we wdsh the conference the greatest 
possible success.

Equalization Battle Not Over Yet 


The-furore over the arbitrary increase by the 
State Board of Equalisation in the valuation of 
local property may have died down, but the last 
word hasn’t been heard on the matter as yet, by 
a long shot. 
, 
This was indicated by a statement the other 
day made by Paul Leake, the chairman of the 
board. 
He said the board would “never again make 
a blanket revaluation,” of properties In the coun­ 
ties of the State. 
Considering the lambasting the board has taken 
for its high-handed action in ordering the reval­ 
uation in the midst of a tax year, throwing a ter­ 
rific burden on the counties, and in riding rough­ 
shod over county officials who had the temerity 
to question some of the board’s figures and Its 
method of figuring, we don’t wonder that the 
board members now are gun-shy. 
the matter, and out of their inquiries may grow 
However, it appears also that the counties may 
finally get some protection from such assaults up. 
on their sovereignty. 
A legislative Interim committee is at work on 
the matter, and out of their inquiries may grow 
a set of restrictions which will protect the tax­ 
payers from single-minded bureaucrats. 
Richard N. Little, committee consultant, wrote 
James V. Hastings, president of the County Au­ 
ditors’ Ass’n., the other day for the views of the 
County Auditors, who were the ones who got it in 
the neck, work-wise, when the board hauled off 
and issued its ukase recently.

Mr. Little got an earful from Mr. Hastings. 
The gist of it was that there oughta be a law 
to the effect that any such a raise in county 
valuations would not be effective until a year 
following announcement of it; that it would be 
effective only if a county had not brought itself 
up to required standards; and that the State 
Board of Equalization be required to furnish 
technical assistance and manpower to the coun­ 
ties it has put on notice, to enable them to get 
the job done without incurring a lot of expense 
to the taxpayers of the county for extra help and 
overtime. 
A year would give a county a fair enough in­ 
terval to make \ case for itself, if it had one. 
And no state board should be able to put the 
taxpayers of any county to an unconscionable 
expense by a sudden blanket order. 
Marin County got an exceedingly raw deal in 
the revaluation, because it was in the midst of a 
million dollar (or more) revaluation, when it 
was socked with the board’s arbitrary order in­ 
creasing valuations. 
We’ll get socked again when the county reval­ 
uation is completed, make no mistake about that. 
From one of the lowest counties in per capita 
tax burden, we’ll probably go up among the 
higher echelons. 
Legislation now can’t help that situation in 
the least, but it may prevent the same sort of a 
double shuffle being worked on us again.—(Bay- 
wood Press).

“Progress” 
in the

inevitable and even necessary en­ 
croachments 
on 
the 
natural 
landscape, but here in Richard­ 
son Bay, on the other hand, is 
an ugly 
encroachment that is 


certainly neither inevitable nor 
necessary, for, through the still 
promised Civil Aeronautics grant 
of $23,000 and an additional al­ 
location by the board of super­ 
visors of $10,000, the county al­ 
ready has $33,000 earmarked for 
ths fund fr»r setting aside of 69 
acres of the bay at the foot of 
Waldo grade as a seaplane land­ 
ing area. Still needed, however, 
is approximately $9500 which the 
Richardson 
B a y 
Preservation 
Fund is seeking by public sub­ 
scription to complete the $42,- 
500 fund for the purchase 
of 
these 69 privately owned acres 
of the bay.

State Water Resources 
Board, to which was given the 
Job of working out a statewide 
water plan by the 1947 Legisla­ 
ture, has done Just that and 
come up with the preliminary 
cost figure of between $12 and 
$13 billion as the eventual bill 
the state will have to pay to as­ 
sure water for all practical pur­ 
poses. 
T h e 
preliminary 
California 
Water Plan envisions 260 
new 
major reservoirs in California to 
add approximately 
60 
million 
acre-feet of surface storage ca­ 
pacity to the present 20 million. 
In addition, the ground water 
storage resources of California 
would be more intelligently and 
more extensively utilized under 
the proposed plan.

“IF FULLY implemented,” says 
the board, “the plan would fur­ 
nish water in sufficient quanti­ 
ties to permit the presently irri­ 
gated agricultural area of about 
7,300,000 acres to expand to more 
than 19,000,00 Oacres. It would 
permit 
an 
accompanying 
in­ 
crease in urban and suburban 
areas from the present 1,000.000 
acres to about 3,400,000 acres.” 


Further, the water resource* 
board it setting its sights for a 
40 million population in Cali­ 
fornia, which is somewhat ter­ 
rifying to people who feel thia 
state ie crowded at the present 
time. 


The suggestions from the water 
resources board are not to be 
taken as a demand for an imme­ 
diate development program 
of 
this vast 
system. Rather, the 
preliminary report, which will be 
followed with a complete report 
at a later date, Is conceived as 
a master plan, or as a pattern 
Into which logical and orderly 
development of the 
water 
re­ 
sources of the state may be 
fitted by progressives stages, as 
needs may develop. 


“UNDER ANY circumstances,” 
says the board, “it is probable 
that the responsibility for Im­ 
plementation of much of 
the 
California Water Plan will be 
met in large measure by genera­ 
tions yet unborn. For these rea­ 
sons, present estimates of over­ 
all construction costs of 
the 
works involved serve little pur­ 
pose, other than to indicate in 
a very general way the magni­ 
tude of the task of water 
re­ 
source development ultimately to 
face California.” 


Probably the most hearten­ 
ing statement in the report is 
that California has sufficient 
water resource* for the foresee­ 
able future, provided the facili­ 
ties for distribution are con­ 
structed and the ground water 
reservoir* are utilized to the 
fullest extent. 


So little has been known In 
the past concerning the actual 
water resources, that many peo­ 
ple had doubts as to the ability 
of the state to sustain more and 
more population on the basis of 
the available water supplies. 


The report points out that the 
Feather River Project is 
the 
first need, and that it should be 
constructed now, 
but, 
on 
the 
other hand, this vast work is 
“only a freetlonal part” of the 
ultímale development necessary.

IN NORTH AFRICA and the 
Middle East, from Morocco to the 
Persian Gulf, the three Western 
nations are under attack in all 
their key positions of power and 
Influence. 
They are beset by 
guerrilla 
warfare as in Algeria, by rebel­ 
lion as in Cyprus, by a threat of 
war as in Palestine, by infiltra­ 
tion and subversion as in Jor­ 
dan, Syria, and the Persian Gulf 
protectorates. 
Amidst the mounting disorder 
and confusion there is being 
posed the crucial question 
of 
whether these local but connect­ 
ed conflicts are still negotiable 
by concessions and compromise, 
by the use of statesmanship and 
diplomacy. There is a growing 
doubt as to whether it is still pos­ 
sible to achieve agreed settle­ 
ments, whether on the contrary 
there is an historic revolutionary 
tide which will allow no peace v 
until in this area the power of 
France, Great Britain and the 
United States has been broken. 
The question is whether the 
Arab rulers and politicians, their 
officers ’and intellectuals, will 
settle for anything short of the 
expulsion of France from North 
Africa, Britain from the Eastern 
Mediterranean and the Persian 
Gulf, the extinction of Israel as 
an independent state, and the 
reduction of the United Slates 
to the position of a hired servant 
of the Saudi-Arabian oil king­ 
dom. In 
London, Paris, 
and 
Washington 
th e governments 
are still trying desperately not to 
despair of settlements by nego¡- 
tiation. 
But 
they 
are 
being 
forced to ask themselves whether 
any settlement is anything mor* 
than the taking off point for 
new demands, whether any ap­ 
peasement will in fact appease. 


AT THIS POINT with the 
Westerners still bound to seek 
settlements by negotiation, they 
find themselves treating the lo­ 
cal struggles separately. 
Morocco, Algeria, and Tunis 
are held to be French problems. 
Cyprus, Jordan, and the Persian 
Gulf protectorates are British 
problems. Palestine and Saudi- 
Arabia are held to be primarily 
American problems. 
The Westerners are treating as 
a series of localized issues and 
by separate actions what is a 


wide and generalized movement 
against them collectively. 
This general movement has it* 
center In Egypt end derives its 
critical power from the backing 
of the Soviet Union. The Krem­ 
lin is not only arming Egypt, it 
is interposing its own power to 
frustate resistance and opposi­ 
tion to Egypt. Yet the Allied 
diplomacy in its attempts to ne­ 
gotiate is dealing almoet entirely 
with local leaders. 


THE PROSPECTS of achieving 
pacification by a series of local 
settlements are very dim indeed. 
The basic issues are not really 
local, or even regional. They are 
worldwide, 
involving 
all 
t h e 
great power». Even when local 
chieftans and leaders are dis­ 
posed , as they are now and then, 
to strike a bargain, they are pre­ 
vented from 
settling 
by the 
pressure of the 
general anU- 
Westem movement. 
Local settlements are, more­ 
over, inordinately difficult be­ 
cause there are in most of the*# 
old protectorates local vested in­ 
terests which are uncompromis­ 
ing. This ha» been most mani­ 
fest in French North Africa. Bui 
there is a similar condition else­ 
where. This damage* deeply the 
Western cause. Thus the West­ 
erners do not concede enough to 
win the good opinion of the un­ 
committed nations. 


THE QUESTION which must 
now come to everyone’# mind is 
whether an attem pt might and 
should be made to negotiate col­ 
lectively at a higher level—with 
the real leaders 
of 
the Arab 
movement and with the Krem­ 
lin. 
A* a series of local conflicts 
the situation is disintegrating, 
and it could readily become one 
of such 
massive 
revolutionary 
violence that not only the West­ 
ern powers but the local Arab 
rulers would be overwhelmed by 
it. 
The Western policy has been 
to deal with the Middle East as 
if the Soviet Union were no! 
present in the region, were no! 
already in fact a principal pow­ 
er. 
This 
enables 
the 
Soviet 
Union to operate without being 
called to account, and things 
have been going steadily against 
the West, from bad to worse.

of adm inistering the viruses and

Historical

Pictures of adobes which housed 
early Californians were shown on 
colored slides by Mrs. Guy J. Gif- 
fen, secretary of the Society of 
California Pioneers, at last night’s 
meeting of Marin County Histori­ 
cal Society in the art lecture room 
at College of Marin. 
As the pictures were thrown on 
the screen, Mrs. Giffen sketched 
the history of the rancho where 
the adobe was built and told of 
the people who had called the 
adobe “home.” Some of the adobes 
were primitive one-room struc­ 
tures, without windows, the roofs 
thatched with mud. Others were

with 
courtyards 
and 
gardens. 
Mrs. Giffen told of the lavish 
hospitality at the ranchos of the 
wealthy Spanish and Mexicans. 
Many of the adobes were allowed 
to fall into ruins. Others were wan­ 
tonly destroyed.

Patterns In 


Smog Reported 


B E R K E L E Y (U.R)—A University 
of California scientist says his in ­ 
vestigation of air pollutants shows 
a 
“ highly 
predictable 
pattern” 
which may lead to a solution of 
the smog problem. 


Dr. Bernard D. Tebbens, an as­ 
sociate professor of industrial hy­ 
giene engineering, reported on the 
first phase of his research project 
into the causes and cure of smog. 


In his research, Tebbens analyzed 
thousands of dirty spots on long 
reels of filter paper exposed to the 
atmosphere in Berkeley. 
He found the amount of pollut­ 
ants in the air over a Berkeley 
residential section varies in what 
seems to be a “ highly predictable 
pattern from day to day and from 
month to month.” 


The study showed that: 
1. There is a significant increase 
in air pollutants during November, 
December and January, as com­ 
pared w ith the other months of the 
year. 
2. Tuesdays and Fridays are the 
smoggiest days of the week. Sun­ 
days are the cleanest. 
3. A ir pollution most often hits 
its peak at noontime. 
Tebbens said these findings were 
purely qualitative” and could not 
be interpreted scientifically w ith­ 
out further research.

Blamed For Ills 


OM AHA, Neb. (JP>—A diet high 
in anim al fats is the villain in 
the mounting rate of heart and 
blood vessel diseases in the opinion 
of an Omaha researcher. Carbo 
hydrates — sugars and starches— 
used to get the blame. 


Dr. Charles M. W ilhelm J of the 
Creighton University School 
of 
Medicine said five years of diet 
research on dogs indicate that a 
diet high in anim al fats — 50 per 
cent of the calories in fats—gave 
the dogs high diastolic blood pres­ 
sure— the serious kind — and left 
them w ith hypertension even after 
their diet was changed. 


And he commented, the norm al 
diet of the well-to-do fam ily to­ 
day is from 50 to 68 per cent fat 
Our diets have been going higher 
in fat content the last 10 to 15 
years and so has our rate of heart 
and blood vessel diseases, he said 
W hen he began his study of the 
effects of diet on hypertensive car­ 
diovascular disease, Dr. W ilhelm J 
said, nearly all suspicion pointed 
to a high meat diet as the cause 
of high blood pressure. But he fed 
dogs lean meat diets and their 
blood pressure lowered.

The committee upheld McCar­ 
thy’s contention, however, that the 
1.7-mile strip was an emergency 
inclusion and should be approved 
immediately.

of old Irish stuff so’s they can 
carry on the march. 
Well, according to the National 
Geographic Society, Uncle Sam 
can be proud indeed of the Har- 
rigans and the O’Tooles and the 
rest. 
For the men and colleens who 
wear the green first planted a 
spade in the spot in old Virginia 
that now is known 
as 
Newport 
News back in 1621. 
OTd Oliver Cromwell had some­ 
thing to do with that because he 
shooed the Irish away from their 
homeland. And then, after 1700, 
along came the big rush of Catho­ 
lics and Presbyterians who found 
asylum in Massachusetts. But the 
general court there held in 1720 
that ‘‘certain families recently ar­ 
rived from Ireland” ought to move

Some did, to Maine and New 
Hampshire where some grew up 
to vote Republican, Those who 
went by caravan to stake claims in 
Londonderry, N.H., are credited, 
true or not, with introducing the 
white or Irish potato.

Irish names on the map of Ameri­ 
ca. There 
are, for 
example, 24 
Dublins and 21 Waterfords. 
Likewise it is fascinating each 
year to look back into history and 
wonder how the shamrock became 
the national emblem of old Ire­ 
land. It is said to have happened 
as a result of an incident in the 
life of St. Pat. 
This is supposed to have hap­ 
pened in 433 A.D. The good saint 
appeared before a big audience of 
Irishmen gathered on Slane Hill 
near Tarn. Seeking a way to ex­ 
plain to his restless pagan listen­ 
ers the mystery of the trinity, he 
resorted to a visual image. 
He 
reached down and snipped a sham­ 
rock from the sward. He used the 
stem and the three-ply leaf to 


explain the doctrine of the trin­ 
ity. 
You can like it or not, but the 
Irish are all over the place and 
always have been. 
Four native-born Irishmen and 
four direct descendants helped put 
together our Constitution. Another, 
fellow named James Hoban, de­ 
signed the White House.

Summer sessions 
were begun in 1949 by the district. 
One proposal, he said, is the 
adoption of a four-quarter school 
year, rather than the present two- 
semester setup. An attempt may 
be made, he said, to bring the of­ 
ferings and opportunities of the 
summer quarter to a par with 
terms of equal length throughout 
the acEtdemlc year. 


PROVE SU CCESSFU L 


Experts' studies show, Carlisle 
said, that such schools are proving 
successful In Nashville, Tenn. Sug­ 
gestions for a similar program 
have been made in Los Angeles, 
San Jose, Eureka and Sacramento. 
Sacramento’s study, Carlisle said, 
found 
a 
compulsory 
12-month 
schedule was rejected by both par­ 
ents and teachers. The consensus 
in other communities seems to be 
that the summer term, while be­ 
ing equal to the other terms, should 
be on a voluntary basis. 
One expert cited by Carlisle ad­ 
vised that the summer session 
should concentrate on remedial 
classes, crafts, shop work and fine 
arts. 


SUMM ER STR ESS 


During the past few years, Car­ 
lisle pointed out, Tamalpals has 
put stress on remedial reading and 
arithmetic in its summer classes. 
The summer session teachers do 
double duty by helping incoming 
freshmen 
familarize 
themselves 
with the campus, counseling and 
procedures. 
"The results have been very fav­ 
orable according to the reports 
of the school psychologist, coun­ 
selors and teachers,” the superin­ 
tendent said. 
Courses in homemaking, music, 
crafts, shops, arts and commercial 
subjects put stress on additional 
training that the student might 
otherwise miss, Carlisle stressed. 
The short term keeps interest 
high, yet grants five credits— 
enough to make it worth the stu­ 
dent’s while. 
From a 1949 enrollment of about 
80, summer classes have grown to 
nearly 600 last year. 
“If there is enough room for 
enrollment in classes the summer 
school will accept pupils from all 
other public and private schools 
in the county,” Carlisle said.

home. 
Mrs. Bernice F. Rue of 51 Beach 
drive, Bayside Acres, was cited 
for failure to stop at the scene of 
an accident. 
At 5:10 p.m., Russell A. Nason 
of Sacramento called police to the 
corner of Second and Irwin streets. 
He said he was northbound on 
Irwin when another northbound 
car crashed into the left side of 
his auto, then backed up and pro­ 
ceeded without stopping. 
From the license number, po­ 
lice traced the car to Mrs. Rue, 
who said she did not remember 
striking Nason’s auto. She told 
officers she had become uncon­ 
scious before arriving home and 
had run her car into a ditch near 
her home. 
When shown a paint transfer 
from Nason’s car, officers said 
Mrs. Rue said she must have been 
Involved in the accident, because 
she is the only one who drives 
her car. 
Mrs. Rue said she has been suf­ 
fering from diabetes for about 15 
years and has been under doctor’s 
treatment. 


Judge Carlos R. Freitas lashed

The psychiatrist, Dr. Douglas M. 
Kelley of the University of Cali­ 
fornia, will be out of town until 
April 11. 
Since Dr. Kelley is to testify at 
the time of the probation report 
and judgment, Weissich said he 
believes the date might have to be 
postponed. But he denied giving 
out reports that the date had been 
changed. 
Meanwhile, in Jail, Sheriff David 
Menary is investigating published 
reports th at French and his two 
pals have pierced their ear lobes 
to wear "black crosses’’ and are 
planning to form a “prison club. 
Jailers said this morning that 
French and another inmate, Rich­ 
ard Guyette, 19, have pierced ears 
but they apparently were pierced 
before they were jailed. 
Counter and Hamilton do not 
want to pierce their ears, and 
Counter is asking to be put in a 
separate cell to be away from the 
influence of others, according to 
jailers. Sheriff Menary and his 
jailers said they have never seen 
any of the youths wearing crosses 
or anything else in their ear lobes.

Youth w ill 


be well represented am ong the participants 


tomorrow. Already, the adults planning this 


conference have found that when they both­ 
er to stop and listen to the voice of youth, 


they hear som ething worth hearing, ideas 


worth exploring and a point of view' that 


even the youngest adult can’t recapture. 


W e have no way of know ing in achance 


what results w ill come from tom orrow’s con­ 
ference. W e can’t predict what line of rea­ 


soning the discussions in more than a score 
of workshop sessions w ill follow'. 


W e w ould hazard a guess, however, that 
these talks w ill dig deep into the basic prob­ 


lems Marin's youth are facing. W e’ll guess

Equalization Battle Not Over Yet 


The-furore over the arbitrary Increase by the 
State Board of Equalization In the valuation of 
local property may have died down, but the last 
word hasn’t been heard on the m atter as yet, by 
a long shot. 
This was indicated by a statem ent the other 
day made by Paul Leake, th# chairman of the 
board. 
He said the board would "never again make 
a blanket revaluation,” of properties in the coun­ 
ties of the State. 
Considering the lambasting the board has taken 
for its high-handed action in ordering the reval­ 
uation in the midst of a tax year, throwing a ter- 
rifio burden on the counties, and in riding rough­ 
shod over county officials who had the temerity 
to question some of the board’s figures and its 
method of figuring, we don’t wonder th at the 
board members now are gun-shy. 
the matter, and out of their inquiries may grow 
However, It appears also th at the counties may 
finally get some protection from such assaults up­ 
on their sovereignty. 
A législative interim committee is at work on 
the matter, and out of their inquiries may gTow 
a set of restrictions which will protect the tax­ 
payers from single-minded bureaucrats. 
Richard N. Little, committee consultant, wrote 
James V. Hastings, president of the County Au­ 
ditors’ Ass’n., the other day for the views of the 
County Auditors, who were the ones who got it in 
the neck, work-wise, when the board hauled off 
and Issued its ukase recently.

The gist of it was that there oughta be a law 
to the effect that any such a raise in county 
valuations would not be effective unttf a year 
following announcement of it; th a t it would be 
effective only if a county had not brought itself 
up to required standards; and th at the State 
Board of Equalization be required to furnish 
technical assistance and manpower to the coun­ 
ties it has put on notice, to enable them to get 
the job done without incurring a lot of expense 
to the taxpayers of the county for extra help and 
overtime. 
A year would give a county a fair enough in­ 
terval to make a case for Itself, if it had one. 
And no state board should be able to put the 
taxpayers of any county to an unconscionable 
expense by a sudden blanket order. 
Marin County got an exceedingly raw deal in 
the revaluation, because it was in the midst of a 
million dollar (or more) revaluation, when it 
was socked with th# board’s arbitrary order in­ 
creasing valuations. 


We’ll get socked again when the county reval­ 
uation is completed, make no mistake about that. 
From one of the lowest counties in per capita 
tax burden, we’ll probably go up among the 
higher echelons. 
Legislation now can’t help that situation in 
the least, but it may prevent the same sort of a 
double shuffle being worked on us again.—(Bay- 
wood Press).

croachments 
on 
the

landscape, but here in Richard­ 
son Bay, on the other hand, is 
an

encroachment that is 


certainly neither Inevitable nor 
necessary, for, through the still 
promised Civil Aeronautics grant 
of $23,000 and an additional al­ 
location by the board of super­ 
visors of $10,000, the county al­ 
ready has $33,000 earmarked for 
the fund for setting aside of 69 
acres of the bay at the foot of 
Waldo grade as a seaplane land­ 
ing area. Still needed, however, 
is approximately $9500 which the 
Richardson 
B a y 
Preservation 
Fund is seeking by public sub­ 
scription to complete the $42,- 
500 fund for the

these 69 privately owned acres 
of the bay.

Board, to which was given the 
job of working out a statewide 
W'ater plan by the 1947 Legisla­ 
ture, has done just that and 
come up with the 
preliminary 
cost figure of between $12 and 
$13 billion as the eventual bill 
the state will have to pay to as­ 
sure water for all practical pur­ 
poses. 
T h e 
preliminary 
California 
W ater Plan envisions 260 
new 
major reservoirs in California to 
add approximately 
60 
million 
acre-feet of surface storage ca­ 
pacity to the present 20 million. 
In addition, the ground water 
storage resources of California 
would be more intelligently and 
more extensively utilized under 
the proposed plan.

“IF FULLY implemented," says 
the board, ‘‘the plan would fur­ 
nish water in sufficient quanti­ 
ties to permit the presently irri­ 
gated agricultural area of about 
7,300,000 acres to expand to more 
than 19,000,00 Oacres. It would 
permit 
an 
accompanying 
in­ 
crease in urban and suburban 
areas from the present 1,000,000 
acres to about 3,400,000 acres.” 


Further, the water resources 
board is setting its sights for a 
40 million population in Cali­ 
fornia, which is somewhat ter­ 
rifying to people who feel this 
state is crowded at the present 
time. 


The suggestions from the water 
resources board are not to be 
taken as a demand for an imme­ 
diate development 
program 
of 
this vast 
system. Rather, 
the 
preliminary report, which will be 
followed with a complete report 
at a later date, is conceived as 
a master plan, or as a pattern 
Into which logical and orderly 
development of the 
water 
re­ 
sources of the state may be 
fitted by progressives stages, as 
needs may develop. 


“UNDER ANY circumstances." 
says the board, “it is 
probable 
that the responsibility for im ­ 
plementation of much of 
the 
California W ater Plan will be 
met in large measure by genera­ 
tions yet unborn. For these rea­ 
sons, present estimates of over­ 
all 
construction 
costs of 
the 
works involved serve little pur­ 
pose, other than to indicate in 
a very general way the magni­ 
tude of the task of water 
re­ 
source development ultimately to 
face California.” 


Probably the most hearten­ 
ing statem ent in the report is 
that California has sufficient 
water resources for the foresee­ 
able future, provided the facili­ 
ties for distribution are con­ 
structed and the ground water 
reservoirs are utilized to the 
fullest extent. 


So little has been known in 
the past concerning the actual 
water resources, that many peo­ 
ple had doubts as to the ability 
of the state to sustain more and 
more population on the basis of 
the available water supplies. 


The report points out that the 
Feather River Project 
is 
the 
first need, and that it should be 
constructed now, 
but, 
on 
the 
other hand, this vast work is 
“only a fractional part” of the 
ultimata development necessary.

IN NORTH AFRICA and the 
Middle East, from Morocco to the 
Persian Gulf, the three Western 
nations are under attack in all 
their key positions of power and 
influence. 
They are beset 
by 
guerrilla 
warfare as in Algeria, by rebel­ 
lion as in Cyprus, by a threat of 
war as in Palestine, by infiltra­ 
tion and subversion as in Jor­ 
dan, Syria, and the Persian Gulf 
protectorates. 
Amidst the mounting disorder 
and confusion there is being 
posed the crucial question 
of 
whether these local but connect­ 
ed conflicts are still negotiable 
by concessions and compromise, 
by the use of statesmanship and 
diplomacy. There is a growing 
doubt as to whether it is still pos­ 
sible to achieve agreed settle­ 
ments, whether on the contrary 
there is an historic revolutionary 
tide which will allow no peaces 
until in this area the power of 
France, Great Britain and the 
United States has been broken. 
The question is whether the 
Arab rulers and politicians, their 
officers ’and intellectuals, will 
settle for anything short of the 
expulsion of France from North 
Africa, Britain from the Eastern 
Mediterranean and the Persian 
Gulf, the extinction of Israel as 
an independent state, and the 
reduction of the United States 
to the position of a hired servant 
of the Saudi-Arabian oil king­ 
dom. 
In 
London, 
Paris, 
and 
Washington 
t h e 
governments 
are still trying desperately not to 
despair of settlements by nego­ 
tiation. 
But 
they 
are 
being 
forced to ask themselves whether 
any settlement is anything more 
than the taking off point for 
new demands, whether any ap­ 
peasement will in fact appease. 


AT THIS POINT with the 
Westerners still bound to seek 
settlements by negotiation, they 
find themselves treating the lo­ 
cal struggles separately. 
Morocco, Algeria, 
and 
Tunis 
are held to be French problems. 
Cyprus, Jordan, and the Persian 
Gulf protectorates are British 
problems. Palestine and Saudi- 
Arabia are held to be primarily 
American problems. 
The Westerners are treating as 
a series of localized issues and 
by separate actions what is a 


wide and generalized movement 
against them collectively. 
This general movement ha* it« 
center in Egypt and derivea ita 
critical power from the backing 
of the Soviet Union. The Krem­ 
lin is not only arming Egypt. It 
is interposing its own power to 
frustate resistance and opposi­ 
tion to Egypt. Yet th# Allied 
diplomacy in its attempt« to ne­ 
gotiate is dealing almost entirely 
with local leaden. 


THE PROSPECTS of achieving 
pacification by a aeriea of local 
settlements are very dim indeed. 
The basic issues are not really 
local, or even regional. They are 
worldwide, 
involving 
all 
t h e 
great power«. Even when local 
chieftana and leaders are dis­ 
posed, as they are now and then, 
to strike a bargain, they are pre­ 
vented 
from 
settling 
by 
the 
pressure of 
the 
general anti- 
Western movement. 
Local settlement# ara, more­ 
over, inordinately difficult be­ 
cause there are in most of these 
old protectorates local vested In­ 
terests which are uncompromis­ 
ing. This has been most mani­ 
fest in French North Africa. Bui 
there is a similar condition else­ 
where. This damages deeply the 
Western cause. Thus the West­ 
erners do not concede enough to 
win the good opinion of the un­ 
committed nations. 


THE QUESTION which must 
now come to everyone's mind is 
whether an attem pt might and 
should be made to negotiate col­ 
lectively at a higher level—with 
the real leaders 
of 
the 
Arab 
movement and with the Krem­ 
lin. 
As a aerie* of local conflicts 
the situation it disintegrating, 
and it could readily becotna on# 
of such 
massive 
revolutionary 
violence that not only the West­ 
ern power# but the local Arab 
rulers would be overwhelmed by 
it. 
The Western policy has been 
to deal with the Middle East as 
if the Soviet Union 
were not 
present in the region, were not 
already in fact a principal pow­ 
er. 
This 
enables 
the 
Soviet 
Union to operate without being 
called to 
account, and thing* 
have been going steadily against 
the West, from bad to worse.
